Spanish political conflict. 

The Spanish fuss, as they see it, is-a.confused local problem with 
only dangling international phases. It is being called a war of fascism 
versus communism, but it really is not as clear-cut or as deep as that. 
The Spanish fascists are split into monarchists and republicans and the 
so-called communists are cut at least four ways among socialists, syn- 
dicalists, communists and anarchists, with a few other bright-eyed ’ists 
also overcrowding their ranks. 

It is true that Mussolini was caught slipping a little backhand aid 
to the so-called fascist side and the radical French government is trying 
to help the misnamed communist side without getting too deeply in- 
volved, but this is no more than expected political maneuvering for do- 
mestic effect in Italy and France. 

It is certainly nothing to go to war about, and is not likely to be- 
come that serious. | 


HEAT The Spanish trouble is fundamentally a growing pain. The 

country has been in the throes of a revolution since the re- 
public was instituted five years ago. The revolution was designed to 
throw down a feudal landlord system which is a remnant of the Middle 
Ages. (Peon wages average about 25 to 40 cents a day.) It will take 
time. 

The leftist government has not been accomplishing the change satis- 
factorily. It has been brutal, disorganized and inconsistent. That is 
why the opposition picked up guns and started shooting. 

In the long range, no matter who wins the current battles, or what 
labels they wear, the reformation will continue. The fighting may even 
help to clear the political confusion and hasten the result, but, when 
the reforms are ultimately accomplished years hence, they will repre- 
sent very little more than already has been accomplished in most other 
countries, with less loss of life. 

The only difference with the Spanish revolution is that the Latin 


blood is hotter. 


LADY LUCK The State Department is naturally taking credit for 
the successful lifting of Americans from the Cas- 
tilian cauldron.

RIVERS HITS RECORD 
~ OF CHARLES REDWINE 


Candidate Calls on Foe To 
Point to ‘One Constructive 
Piece of Legislation.’ 


Speaker E. D. Rivers, of the house 
of representatives, launched what he 
said was the first major offensive of 
his gubernatorial campaign last night 
when he charged Senator Charles D. 
Redwine, the Talmadge candidate for 
governor, with “biting the hand that 
fed him” and called upon Redwine and 


his associates’ to point to “one con- 
structive piece of legislation accom- 
plished during their service in the gen- 
eral assembly.” 

The speaker of the house told a

A NECESSARY RISK. 

‘The question of whether to delay 
winning a trick for strategic reasons 
or to take it immediately rather than 
expose it to a second round ruff is an 
extremely difficult one for average 
players and experts alike. The cor- 
rect decision in each case must be 
based on the needs of the situation. 
Today’s hand is typical where this 
problem is concerned.

West opened the club ace, and after 
seeing dummy’s singleton shifted to 
the king of diamonds. Now the de- 
clarer was torn between two desires. 
Since West had bid diamonds he might 
well have five, in which case a second 
round would be ruffed by East. As 
against that, if the ace of diamonds 
were played on the king there would 
be no chance of establishing dummy’s 
fourth diamond for a spade discard 
and therefore one trick in each suit 
inevitably would be lost. In point of 
fact, declarer saw that against perfect 
defense no play of his would insure 
the contract, but a duck of the dia- 
mond lead as though it might lure 
West into an error. So the king was 
allowed to hold and East foolishly 
played the eight on the vague theory 
that he should “show his doubleton.”’ 
That clinched matters for West; he 
next led the seven of diamonds! Dum- 
my ducked again and declarer’s jack 
won. The ace of trumps was forced 
out, and after the spade return was 
won in dummy the remaining adverse 
trumps were drawn. Now declarer 
had only to lead a diamond from his 
hand and finesse West’s queen with 
dummy’s A-10 for a discard of his los- 
ing spade and fulfillment of the game 
contract. 

Admittedly the defense was not so 
good, but declarer deserved credit for 
his part in inducing the diamond con- 
tinuation.

The central government at Nan- 
aoe dominated by General Chiang, 
declared there had been no hostilities. 

Strategy, it was said, consisted of 
blocking the frontier to prevent a 
spread of antagonism to central gov- 
ernment rule, which récently has 
established in Kwangsi’s sister prov- 
ince. of Wwangtung (together form- 
ing the old South China government). 

The apparent truce came after a 
long battle yesterday at Mushanghu, 
near Doshing, when some _ 3,000 
Kwangsi troops were reported defeat- 
ed by Nanking fighters. 

(Hostilities started several months 
ago when General Chan Chai-tong, 
rulér of Canton, the capital of the 
southern government, sought to align 
the Nanking central government of 
General Chiang in a drive against 
Japan. 

(As General Chan marched north 

toward Nanking, the central commit- 
tee of the Kuomintang (Chinese na- 
tionalist party) removed him from 
command of the Canton troops and in- 
stalled General Yu Han-mou, his for- 
mer second in command. 
‘ (General Yu turned his troops south 
and marched against Canton, which 
he entered personally July 23. Chan 
fled down the river to Hong Kong, 
British crown colony. 

(Kwanksi troops still loyal to the 
abandoned South China government 
withdrew to their own province and 
announced their intention of fighting 
for an independent southern regime. 

(Meanwhile, General Chiang and 
the Nanking government dispatched 
an ultimatum demanding to know by 
Wednesday the attitude of the Kwang- 
si leaders. It was presumed today, 
on the basis of reports, no answer 
would be necessary.)
